, f ied withone V*.Pickford, 
his Maicſties of Speizes penſioner in the Caſtle 
at Antwerpe, whowas tobe my condutortothe 
foreſaid S*,Omers in the Prouince of 4rrow,ſeucn 
leagues from Calls. Ar S*.Sebaſtians which is 
100, leagues from Madrid, wee chanced ona 
French ſhippe of an 100, Tunne,bound for Calls, 
wherein being imbarked with the firſt fauorable 
winde, we hoyſed vp ſailes and lanching intothe 
maine; we fteerd our courſe towards the Engliſh 
Channell, whether we hardly arriued being pur- 
ſued withan exceeding fierce ſtorme, euen to 
the hazard of our lives, our ſhip leaking much, 
and beating it ſelfeagainſtthe windes and bil- 
lowes of the turbulent Sea. This paſt, the ſhip 
re-

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redreſt as well as time and place could afford, 


we ſtill made forward ; and inour paſſage one 
of our Marrinersdeſcryed a farre off a great veſ- 


ſell making after vs, and chaſing vs narrowly, 


which ſtrooke the Maſter, and paſſengers with 
n0 little affrightments, and not without cauſe ; 
for preſcutly we perceiued him to bee a man of 
warre of. Xochell, and made all haſte poſſible to 
gaine the winde of him, and ſo avoyde him : 
but all was in vaine, the man of warre bein 
lighter and leſſe burthened our ſhippe being ol 
and deeply laden with the commodities of iron 
and wooll ; all which being thought on, wee fell 
into diverſe -opinions, as whether-it were the 
beſt roprepareto fight it out,or ſtrike Sailes and 
ſubmit. Dow Gondamours Nephew who was with 
vs inour ſhippe, and was then bound for F/en- 
478, appointed there by his Carholike Maieſtic 
Captaine of arroupe of horſe, aduertifed vs to 
yeeld, ſuppoſing thereby wee might ſaue our 
lives. But of all M*, Pickfordas an old beaten 
fouldier, challenged to himſelfe the priuiledge 
of the monirour, to whom all afſented ioyntly, 
that they were ready to ſubmit themſeluesto 
hiscounſell : Hee thenbeing Captaine and Ma- 
ſter of rhe thippe, :commanded tobee brought 
before him all the prouifion and beſt vituals of 
the ſhippe, and cheered vp the company there- 
with,telling them thus;that they ought to make 
merry with that that God had ſent them, fith 
doubrfullic was whether ever they ſhould meet 
together any more.

to,but thoſe onely whom the PrefeR and his 12, 
Conſultors approve of, which 12. Conſultors 
arcordinarily termed his white boyes, The pri- 
uiledgeof this ſodality is that they haue 4 
roſaries,and beades, Indulgences, Meddals and 
hallowed graines from his holineſſe, In vertue 
whereof as the Prefe@rels them being once ad- 
micred into the fame fociety, they may obtaine

hands, the ends of ſome ſtucke with wyer 
prickes;hauing vncouered him,they did after Pl 
ſayagea manner r2Zze his $kinne,that he became 
fora while ſenceleſſe ſpeaking vnto him in La- 
tine that theywere Angels ſent from the Virgin 
to chaſtiſe hin for ſome offences by him com- 
mitted ,vizs.for reſiſting the power,” and reviling 
the. proceedings of 'his ſuperiours, 'exhorting 
himro that Order by vertue "of the teſtimony 
ivenby the Virginof the holy Order of the Ie- 
Pires:which ſaid,they departed,and left the reſt 
ſo-fatre aſtonithed that they knew not whether 
they had beene Angels ordiuels: the day daw- 
ning, he found his lineamentsof ſuch a purple 
die,thatthey kept their hue a 'tmonth after :"But 
ſomewharroallay the fury” of his rorment, Fa- 
theb Thueder and Father Grbbins perſwaded him 
iewas fome divine correction; to'rhe intent hee 
ſhould take 6 him their habit 5 whereupon gi- 
uingeredicrothemar 75 yeeres of age het was 
adnfittod-imrotheir fociety, about Ry

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after Father Thunder bluſhed not to acquaint 
this Gentleman with the truth of it, and that it 
was onely done for his good, tract of tine ha- 
- vingnow ſuthciently digeſted his miſery, and 

being by this time inur'd in their Ocders, that 
howſoecuer (he ſowell approued of their de- 
mcanours) hee refolued to continue his abode 
with tnem, 

The ſecond example is that Father Francis 
als alias Clearke, now Miniſter of the Cbl- 
ledge delired toallurero their Order, one Mr; 
William Abinton a Student in their houſe, onely 
ſonne ro MF, John Abinion, in whoſe houſe the 
Traytor Garnet was apprehended for two rea- 
ſons : Firſt becauſe hee was ingenious and well 
_ learned : ſecondly,becaufe his Father had loſt 

the greateſt part of his meanes in behalfe of the 
aforeſaidapprehenfion, the Ieſuites alſo having 
made largefſes of promiſes to requite the ſaid 
loſe inample manner, could no otherwiſe doe 
for him but ſo. The courſe Walls tooke was 
- this, one morning ſceing him paſſe by his win- 
dow went after him, calling him- by hisname, 
and ſaying vnto him that alittle before hee had 
heard adiuine revelation from S*. 22matine Lojo- ene ©. 
le, that the firſt Student hee ſaw goifig by his is E-glone ar 
doore, the" ſhould declare vnto him tie had Cho. pit hethers, 
ſenhim to be on* of his Apoſtles, and that with- 5: =e, & hath 
outdelay he muſt be for his orders; All which yfrmedrome 
the young Gentleman having attentiuely heard, the awe : Be- 
he doubted norof therruth of the viſion,batbe:. pron wain 
fore he would bee entered a leſuire, hee crawed whenir hap- 
D 3 the 
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the ſpace of a moneth to take farewell of his 
friends in Exglend, which conditionally was 
granted, with a promiſcof a ſpeedy rerurne : 
but he no ſooner had arriued his owre Country 
ſhores,but he vtterly diſclaimed their ſuperſtitt- 
ous reueales, 

The third example is M*, Herbert Crafts ſome- 
times of the Vniuerſity of Oxford, ſonne to Sir 
Herbert Crafts, who trauailing to S*.Omers to vi- 
{it his Father who lived in the Towne, was by 
him and Father 4b» Flood, brought to the Ro- 
mane obedience, and though his Father was a 
good Catholike,yet he counſelled him never to 
rurne Ileſuite, Yet forall that, they found out a 
way to draw him vnto them, which was a ſub- 
tle and a crafrie one indeed,viz.to entice him to 
rake the ſpirituall exerciſe which he refuſed not 
being & matter of honour amongſt the Catho- 
likes to enter into ; the order they obſerue in ta- 
king of it is this : in 15 dayes ſpace hee is ap- 
poinred a chamber ſolitary , and ſequeſtered 
from the reſt, for this ſaid ſpace hee is to ſpeake 
with none fauc his ghoſtly Father, who direQts 
him inthe diſtribution of each day, one houre 
iStocxamine his conſcience*of what ſinnes hee 
harch committed intimes paſt, another time ro. 
ſay his prayers, and office of the Virgin Mary; 
another for the hearing of Maſle, a , ſaying of 
his Rofarie, .but_the principall ro which the 
ghoſtly Father doth: apply himſclfe”, is to 
giue that perſon certaine-medirations made, by 
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2: Iqnwine Lojele which are as follow, Firſt, that 
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meditation of the creation of the world : fe- 
condly ,the creation of mankinde, and how much 
man is obliged and bound vnto God for his cre- 
ation : thirdly,what a man ought todo for thoſe 
apparent benefits which we receiue from his li- 
berall hands: fourrhly,that there is no way more 
certaine ynto ſaluarion, then that of a Monaſti- 
call and ſolitary life : fiftly, the explanation of 
this queſtion,what this ſolirary or Monaſtica!l 
life is, which they anſwer, thatit is to liue in a 
Monaſtery or Deſart : fixtly, thatall religious 
Ocders at their firſt courſe andoriginall were 
holy,and ſacred inſtirurions, but by the corrup- 
tion of time they baue boſt their ancient purity : 
ſeucnthly, what a man is to doe for the ſurery of 
his faluation, ſeeing that (as it is their abhomi- 
nable maxim, with a kinde of a negative limi- 
tation)that any wandring from their Collegiate 
ſociety,(which they terme their Paradice) into 
the world,can hardly attaine to the hope of fal- 
uation : cightly, that that man which defireth 
the ſaluationof his owne ſoule, muſt renounce 
all the doarine of the reformed Churches, and 
cleauc onely to their holy ſociety ; "and thar for 
two reaſons : the firſt, that as all Ordersat their 
y, butt h their jon and 
difſention for priority loſt thar efficacy which 
they had at their Foundation; fo ſuppoſe 
hath not had the time to be corrupted (their 0- 
ther ſocieties of the Dominicansand Francif- 
cans 
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v.ibi4.3-25, cans being by thcir priuatc diſſenſions wuch tain- 
ted, Secondly, thatconfidering that their Grznd 
Jenatian S3int being highly preferred to the Al- 
mightics fauour by the holy Ghoſt, andeuen pa- 
ralelling him with our Saviour in that power of 
caſtiog out Diuels, (if not rather procuring offer. 
COD. ni this fained power) thought that it other 
ira ney Orders had beene more ſtrict then theirs,hroe had 
SETS . neuct founded his or this ſociety. 
Fraxcijſci, And furthermore,they pretend t' at S*, /gnatins 
recciued by diuine rcuclation, that none of his 
Ordcr ſhould' cuer bee damned tor 200 yeeres 
rerme,and this they belccue as an Article of their 
Crecd. In concluſion of all, they cxhibitvntoa 
himthe mcditation of death, and contemplation 
of the paines of hell, ſo by theſe m ancs they 
wonncthe Gentleman to-their Order ag-inſt the 
will of his Father, In this very exerciſcI my 
ſc|fe was initiated for ſome 15 daycs ſpace, but ir 
was Gods pleaſure to giue mee more vnderſtan- 
ding then to bee led away with the reſt. Beſides 
theſe they have yer further plots: to brirg their 
young Studentsin belicfe thar they are well ſeene 
in Chyromancy,andcantell themeheir forrunes, 
whataretheſc thinke you?cither they mult be 
lcſnires,or looke for adi end.Of theſe fa!» 
fifying trickes I my ſelfe was an eye witneſle, 
Now,let mce deſcend to their moſt barbarous 
proceedings,which arc indeed numbcriefle, bur 
for auoydiag prolixiry,I will recount here a few : 
Soae few yeercs lince,there was one MF, Edward 
Haſtings at Huriften, an ingenious young Gentle- 
| man, 
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man, whom when they could nordraw-vnto 

them by the meanes atorcfaid, they exerciſed 

on him ſuch Tyrannicall diſcipline, thar the leaſt 

faulc he did they Staically jnterpreced tobee c- 

qualtro the greatelt,and puniſhrhimaccording- 

ly; this molt cruell haadling of him being 1in- 

tolerable , he writ to his friends and'informed 

them thereof, molt carneltly ,intreating'them to 

ſend for him.*But cheir leerers wete intercepted ,,_. 
by the Rectors hands, and-anſwered byihim a way to go out 
eaine, that hewas wilde and head ſtrong, and CE 
that it would proue his. vtter ruine if ever hee writeor re- 
caimc into Exg/and,which he perceiving}. he're- —_— 
ſolued with humſclte to leape guer the Colledge conſent of the 
wall,but being taken inthe inſtant, Father Thux- 1 
der clapt his buttocks till hee left. him halfe asinpricon = 
dead,to make himanexample; chen-ſenthim'a- noone 
way with foure ſhillings inhis purſe rocondut 
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for their Society,in proteQing in his Chamber 
that Ieſuite Father Gert, a complotrter of the 
Gunpowder Treaſon,and then interpreter rothe 
Span;ſh Ecbaſſador in England, in conlideration 
whereof, the Prouinciall Blue gave him a letter 
of fauour to Gexdamor the then' Embaſſador in 
Exgland,where the letrer was writ in this tenure, 
I intreate your Excellency to doe for this ſtrag- 
ling ſheepe whohathbeene bred with vs,bur rc - 
fulng to takeany more religious funRions hath 
forſaken our Colledge ; which Count Gondamor 
hauing read, made little account of the Gentle- 
man,bup notwithſtanding reflefting vpon his fa- 
thers deſerts, gaue him houſe roome and dyer, 
and afterwards perceiving his dexterity of wit, 
mae choiſe of him for his Secretaty, and now 
ſince the dearh of his Maſter,he is retaiger tohis 
Catholike Maieſtie. Theſe paſt, in the yeere 
1622, Father Ba/dwinwascletedReor of the 
Colledge of $, Omers, who had lately ſuffered 
imprifoamentinthe'Fowerof Lonaps for ſeuen 
yeeresſpace,for ſufpitionof high Treaſon, was 
in the. yeere 1619. by Gowdamors interceſſion ſet 
free : this maninfiſting on the ſame ſteps with 
his predeceſſors, became the firſt Eglifh Reor 
of thar Colledge, and the ſecond” Yeete after, 
there was ſenttothis Colled$e, ayoung Gen- 
_— — Frowne by pig" ſonne and 
ire ta MW; 4 thuny Browne, brother to the Yi- 
rs thc Wks abr 


call diſcipline, and deſirous 'to get 
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from their yoake,counterfeited a letter from his 
Father to the Retor of the ſaid Colledge, and 
delivered it to ohe Higham a booke ſeller, who 
lived in the Towne, and yſed oftento the Col. 


Sometimes the 
boy ot W I, 


ledge, who delivered it:to the Poſte which bookebinder 


comes weekely from London to S.Omers, to that 
end he ſhould giue itto the Retor,which done, 
and the Recor vncloling the letter, taking it to 
be his fathers owne writing, wherein he intrea- 
ted to ſend his ſonne ouer into Exg/and, and fur- 
niſh him with all neceffaries betides, which the 
Recor failed not todo ypon hope of his ſpeedy 
returne ;buthe having priuately diſcloſed vnto 
one of his fellowes what his pur and inten- 
tions were, was betrayed by his —_— and 
well puniſht.fora lyer z whereupon the Reftor 
informed his Father what prancks he had plaid, 
and that if ever hee ſhauld bee in'E»2land hee 
much doubted he would turne Proteftanr; here- 
upon his Father ſent word backe, that he ſhould 
deraine him there,proteſting that hee was ſorry 
to be father to ſo vatoward /a -fohne ; and thus 
perforce they detaine this Gentleman to 
this houre ; and ſuch like courſes they take with 
all that would leaue-themy and if any'efcape 
them,and be after promoted toaunyplacedt ho- 


nour, they traduce himand brarld Hiwmi with all 
ticles of ignominy, and to' this «11d they hane 
their Agents in all places of conſequente'to pur 
in againſt them as wieneffezhets that foHow. Sir 
Edward Bainham,Sir Griffin Markham A&A tH- 
biſhop af Rhemes, and Bartie® Bivhex2? Bonde 
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in Londom, 
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di&ine, and others whom in my ſcucnth Chap- 
ter I ſhall ſpeake of at large. 

Now let vs come tothe leſuires rhemſclues 
what love and. vnity' they mutually entertaine 
amongſt them, and go' their three ſeverall pro- 
felfions : the firſt and chiefe of them are mecre 
Machiauillians, who doe nothing but imploy 
themſelues in matters of State, and inſinuate 
themſclues into:. the ſecrers of great ones, and 
giving true intelligence to none, ſauce to the 
Pope and his Catholike Maieſty, whoſe ſworne 
vaſſals they are theſe obſeruing no Collegiate 
diſcipline are diſpenced withall oy his Holines, 
as if they. did,God greater ſeruice in thus in- 
ploying themſelues, then following Collegiate 
courſcs. 'As for their religion, they make ita 
cloake far their wickednes, being moſt of them 
Athieſts' or yery bad Chriſtians ; theſe are they 
that obſerue theſe ten'Commandements which 
follow. |

was giuen to Father Blant, who was lately in 
England, and wretched Crefweff dyed about a 
yeere after at Gaunt in Flanders, well ſtriken 
with yecres,but farre more with diſcontent; on 
the 20 of Merch 1622.And their malitious pro- 
jets haue caſt out Father Foſer from being their 
Agent inthe Spaniſh Court 1627. who for a Ie- 
ſurre,which is rare,was an honeſt meaning man, 
and a very gool fellow, and haue ſubborned in 
his place Father North a grand Matchiuillian, 
and thus they haue vſed diverſe others, as old 
Father Flacke, Father Strange, Father Grbbrms, 
The ſecond fort of Icſuites are thofe who 
preach,confeflſe,and teach youth, and enuy each 
other for the number of their ſcholers & ghoſt- 
ly children; they are beſides inno ſmall emula- 
tion abour their owne worth and learning, rea- 
-ding for the moſt part to their white boyes looſe 


and laſciuious Poems. A third fortof Ieſuires

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there are,not vnhicly termed {imple ones 3 theſe 
are VOARegnn auſtere _ life, of "a {cru- 
ulous conſcience,and t vp ta colour the 
om and the Kaions of " aim cunning 
and politicke ones : of this rancke ſome foure 
yecres ſince was one Maſter S$. of whom the [e- 
ſuites got ſome 12000.pound ſterling,but face 
he bath ſeene their jugling and cheating, bath 
left them, ' and returned to his true religion and 
Country ; of this rancke alſo there yet liues Vi- 
count Moxntegwes brother, now Porter of the 
Colledgeat S*.Omers, of whom they haue got 
no lefſe then 10000, pound ſterling,” of whom 
they report, that afcer hisdeath his body (hall 
worke miracles for the auſtercneſle of his life ; 
ofthe ſame condition is S*, Gerard Kemps bro- 
ther, who is a Caterer to the Colledge,out of 
whoſe purſe they haue pickt 2 or z thouſands, 
Theſe three ſeuerall ranckes and Orders afore- 
ſaid are growne to a faction, about the Ieſuitri- 
ccs or wandring Nuns,ſome allowing,ſome dil 
liking them viterly, This Order of Nuns be- 
can ſome 12 yeeres {incc, by the meancs of Mi- 
ſirefle Mary ward, and Mitltreſle Twitty, two 
Engliſh Gentlewomen, who obſeruc the Je natian 
babes and goe clad very like tothe Ieſuites, in 
this anely differing from other Nunnes : They 
walke abroadin the world, and preach the Gol- 
pellro their ſex in Exg/and and elſewhere : The 
firſt that induced this Order of Nunnes,was Fa- 
ther Gererd,then ReQtor of the Engliſh Colledge 
at Lezze, Father Flacke-and Father Moore aſhiting 


him 
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him therein, bur others oppugnedthem, as Fa- 
ther Sing /eton, Benefield, and Flood, re to 
give them their Xe predicate, but rather adjud-. 
ving them to a retired and monaſticall life, 
whereupon there hath riſen noſmallvariance a- 
mongſtthem z bur in the meane ſpace this fore- 
ſaid Miſtreſſe ward is become mother Generall 
of no lefſe then 200 Exghſbdamfſels, being moſt 
of them Ladies and Knights daughters,who live 
in their Colledges at S*.Omers, Zeige, and Colen, 
and from thence are for Exg/and to conuert their 
Country : it fell out that not long after their

mother Generall went to Rexze, with ſeucn or faireſt of all 


cightothers to eſtabliſh their Order with his 
Holinefſe, which though hee confirmed not ſo 
fully ; yethe gaue her a tolcration,which bein 
obtained, ſhe procured another Colledge alſo 
tobe erected in Rowme,where ſhee hath vnder her 
ouernement about 100. /ta/iaws Maids ; But 
| Rowe the laſt yeere ſhee went to Yiemns, 
where ſhe hath likewiſe procured to be erected 
another Monaftery,the Empereſfe her ſelfe pro- 
reaing her; but now ſhe isdaily expeRed in 
England, to take account of her ſhe-Apoſtles la- 
bours ;in a word to conclude, theſe Ieſuites en- 
deauour to demolliſh all Orders and places of 
eminency abouethem ; all which I obſeruing, 
laboured with all poſſible meanes to get out of

withſtood, putting forth on cach fide ſome rg.

Tunne, with an hundred and fifty men, and fiue 
Trumpeters, who turning about gaue vs two 
broade ſides with his Ordnance, ſhooting three 
or foure of our ſhips through, and through our, 
Our Admirall and the orher-French ſhips ſeeing 
themſelues deceiued, and that he was no Pyrate 
bura States man of warre,fled, leaving our Vice 
Admirall engaged in the fight. The Vice Admi- 
rall ſceing how the caſe ſtood, ſaid vnto vs 12, 
that we were now to dye with honour, or ſur. 
uiue with infamy, and becauſe wee were you 

and vnexpert in ſea fight, to encourage the ber- 
ter made. vs to drinke each one of vs a good 
draught of Aqua vite with Gunpowder ; This 
done, he enioyned his Marriners to play on them 
with ſmall (hot, butthey replying fo ſtourly, 
made our Marriners quickly quit the hatches 
and fly totheir Ordnances ynderneath as their 
beſt defence, whereupon we ki d the Maſter of 
their ſhip,which their Capraine perceiuing dif- 
charged more eagerly, and withthe ſhor tooke 
off the terne of our ſbippe,which'our Caprzine 
peroviuing grow deſperate, 6uen_ ſometimes 
minded to blowevpuhe! (hippe; i1'2'hoores 
morethey ftrogke-downe our maine Maſt, and 
kil'd aur -Chinurgion-who newly was come yp 
from vader the lowermoſdeckes, .and ſaying 
theſe words: fi dow aakiſtops Full conere mes, was

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flaine on-a ſudden with a common bullet, and 
hauing ons hand on my ſhoulder, pulled mee 
downe along with him,his blood ſtreaming out 
vpon me. 

And tlivs after ſeuen houres fight they aboar- 
ded vs,with fire and {word-maſſacring all thoſe 
that came firſt to their hands, and after they had 
cleered the decks they defiſted. 

Then examining all that ſuruwed, amongſt 
the reſt they: found vs 12 to bee Enghſh youths 
and paſſengers,and kindly entertained vs. Next 
day they meeting with a ſhippe of Hambarge 
bound for Spaexe, loaded with boards and beere, 
commended vs to him to conuey us to the fore- 
ſaid S*, Lucas in Sparne, {urrendring vp all our 
furniture which wee brought in the Dankerks 
ſhippe, which ſhippe they carryed with them 
to:Holland,being laden with very rich commodi- 
ties to the.value of 7000,pounds, and ſorthan- 
king them for their affe&ion to the Eng/zfh Na- 
tion we leftthem,and continued our courſe for 
Spazxcand comming to the Caye of S.Yrrevt, 
we deſeryed comming rowards vs alite Gally, 
ET wetooketo beea Fiſherman, and being 
deſtiture of vituals and prouifion,we gor vpthe 
maine Maſk and made hgnes vnto them for ſuc- 
cqur,lioping (ian houre roihaue gone with thera 
O owe akfhe-Forrof-S Fracenr, | 

' But our ſuppoſed: Fiſhermen came- ſooner 
on welcome, -- hawng _ wil ehwugh round 
out, and perceiyingounveſlellthough great,

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Marriners being meere Anabaptiſts) came di- 
rectly vpon vs, and wee getting on the hatches 
ready to leape intothem ; perceived our Fi- 
ſhermen turned toa Gally of 18 oares on each 
ſide,hauing in him beſides about 100, Moores, 
Moriſcees, andother runnagates, who commi 
within ſhot let fly arvs two peeces of Ordnan- 
ces,and making a great ſhout altogether in ſigne 
of ioy they had gotten a prize. 

And we ſeeing ourſeues quite loſt, ſtrooke 
ſaile and ſubmitted, they entring our ſhippe, 
tooke vs out into them, and ſent our ſhippe 
with our Pilot and twelue Moores into Sad. 


CHAP.V. 

The fit Chapter declareth how he was ſola with the 
reſt in Sally, «nd the great miſery they endured 
wntill they were ranſomed,and how the Merchant 
was poyſoned by the Mogres for redeeming then, 
and after his arath how the Iteſuites cheated bus 
ſole daughter and heire of the manyes which 
from vs was due unto her, for theſe her Father 

disbar(ed in our renſome. 


' Frer we were taken by the the Moores 
(as aforeſaide) wee were bound hand 
and foote, and caſt into the Prow or 
forecaſtle of their Gally where wee lay 
foure dayes ſpace, not permitted ſomuch as to 
ſtirre from the place, 

After theſe foure dayes paſt, and the ſeas 
growne calme,they vntyed our hands and feete, 
brought vs from the Pcow tothe board of the 
Gally to helpe them in rowing, putting foure 
and foure,toan oare,but I being vnable to keepe 
ſtroake with the reſt, was well beaten, & bound 
againe,and caſt backe to the Prow, the reſt do- 


ing their deuoire, where kept cloſe till night, 


then I emioyed their company, 

At midnight, two Moores come downe vnto 
vs, & ſecretly ſeleQing two of the youngeſt and 
faireſtamongſt vs, abuſed their bodies with in- 
fatiable luſt,and onthe next morning they ſtrip- 
ping themſclue ſtarke naked, and powring out 

watcr 
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water one vpon the others head, ſuppoſed 
by this waſhing they were cleanſed Saw theis 
new acted (inne, » 

Another night the Moores making merry v 
on the decks, and halfe drunke with their drinke 
which they call Opiam, our Marriners of Ham- 
burge,and ſome Portugall Captiues which were 
with vs perceiving ſuch oportunity, we encou- 
raged each other to riſe vp againſt them, their 
weapons being below with vs, and one of the 
Portwgals hands vntyeds whereupon we agreed, 
and this Portugell beginning to vatic the reſt, 
was apprehended inthe A by the Captaine of 
the Gally, who comming downe in a fury, ſaid 
that he knew what wee intended, and that hee 
cquld diſcouer in his fleepe, more treachery 
then wee could inyent being awake + And well 
might hedo ſo having the helpe of their Prieſt 
with him who was a witch(as moſt of them are) 
and then putting the plotrers rodeath, he fette- 
red vs more ſtrongly with irons. 

And ſo coaſting the coaſts of Spazne, ſtill ex- 
pecting ſome other booties, but finding none, 
entered the ſtraites of Gibralter towards Argier, 
but the winde turning contrary, Wee Were COn- 
ſtrained to repaire vnto Sally. And the day be- 
fore our arrivall there, being deſtitute of vi- 
Quals, the Prieſt called their 4#aqus, conjured 
the fiſh of the ſea todraw neereto the Gally, ſo 
that they tooke them vp with: their: hands, as 
many as ſuſtained vs till wee arrived 'at Sally, 


where we were carried tothe Caſtle, and there 
cram- 
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crammed like Capons,that we might grow far- 
ter and better for ſale, and being broughr tothe 
market,were ihgred amongſt themand ſold, - 
And thus we weredivided to ſeuerall maſters, 
taking farewell one of another with teares in 
our eyes,neuer thinking to meete any more: the 
price which was giuenfor each of vs was 25, 
pound more or letle, our maſters' being 1ori/- 
coes, which dwelt ar the Caſtle, | 
The Hambarges likewiſe were fold in like 
manner, bur in this refpe& were in farre worſe 
eſtate, becauſe they wete fold ro Moores in that 
Countrey,8& therefore- had lsfle hopes of future' 
redemption : But among the reſt-8#f our com- 

y Ideemed my felfe the happieſt; becauſe 
I fell co the Captaine of theſhippe, whoſe name 
was Alligellan a Horiſcs,who had beene bahiſhed 
witha ro0000.more from Spazne, by Philipthe 
third,vpon ſuſpition of treaſun, Th. ſe Mori} 
coes came into Spaine with lecob Almanſor ,other- 
wiſe called Pl:aoy Caliph, who conquered Spaine 
and brought them in with him, where they reſi- 
ded 500, yeeres, vnrtill the laſt extirpation as 
now ſaid, 

This Morifeo carried me to his houfe; where 
fertering one of my legs with an iron chaine,and 
clothing me witha canuas ſuite, laid theſe in- 
junRtions vpon me : 'firſt he gaue mecharge of 
his ſtable,and thentogrindar tis hand mil}, and 
todrawwarerar the Fontaine, 'withs mairy W-

The victuals he gaue nie» were ' Bereugenaes; 
Cab. 
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Cabbage,and Goats fleſh ; As for my lodging it 


clocke, their maſters manicling the, $ be. 
fore for feare they. ſhould make an inſurreion, 
the number of them being abour 800. being 
Spaniards, Frenchmen, Engliſh, Italians, Portwgals, 
and Flemmyſh ous beds were nothing bit rotten 
firaiv laid on the. ground,and our couerlets pee- 
ces of old ſailes full of millions of lice and fleas, 
ſo that we could take no reſt, being confirained 
ro put backe-to backe and ruboutthe paine ;- a- 
bout fiue of the clocke inthe ing the doore 
- being opened we repaired t0 nt mapilec houſes, 
and {o to our wonted worke. 

And it chanced+ on a. time that I having not 
performed. my ordinary taske, was beaten by 
my maſter ſo cruelly, that fora long time after 
I loſt the vie of my leftarme, which he percei- 
uing ſaid,at moſt it was butthe lofle of aChri- 
ſtian dogge. Another time going roferchwarer 
from the Fountaine,I chanced to make water a- 
gainſt che Church wall,, which a Mere ſecing, 
preſently made tgward me, - and-atked whether 
it was the cuſtome of, may; Countrey todee ſoor 
no,if it was, it was notthe cuſtome” of theirs, 
and thereupon beat. mee- till hee left mee halfe

they vie commonly to lodge their flaues, who

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Could perſwade him to redeeme me ; this Mer- 
. Chant traded from thence to Si##f, and Cales and 
vied totraffique for _— and other mem 
ties, tO ”_m when opened my cafe, hee 
promiſeFtq do for me what poſſibly hee could, 
and having taken my name in writing, he pre- 
ſently told me he knew one of my name, whom 
(as it felt out)was my.Vnckle, who was then the 
Exglifþ Confull for the Merchants at S. Laces, 
and thereupon hauing examined mee, and fin- 
ding me to tell the truth, offered to my maſter 
50.crownes for my ranſome, but my maſter vt- 
terly refuſedit, then the Merchant roſe higher, 
and gaue hin the fumme of ſixſcore crownes 
god vpwards,and ſo I was ranſomed and ſet at li- 
erty, : 
Now I began (having a Moore in my compa- 
gy for my conduQor) to enquire after my com- 
panions, whom I found inthe Caſtle, and in ſe- 
uerall priuate houſes, whom they ſcarce eucr 
ſuffered to come abroad, eſpecially the faireſt 
and youngeſt; whoſe" bodies rhey abuſed with 
their Sodomy, | I having with” much ditficulty 
obtained tofee them, tooke my leaue of them 
and went tothe Merchant,acquainting him how 
I bad beens with my companions, ard intrea- 
ting if hee could poſſibly hee would ranſome 
them,who made great demurre for the preſent, 
nat. knowing them, and beſides they being ſo 
meny rap. wr that their ranſome would a- 
mount to a fatre greater furmme of money then 
he could welldisburfe, whereupon TI per —_— 
m 
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bim that it would bee an ing charitable 
deed,and no leſſe auailable varo him, their Fa- 
chers and friends being men of great faſhion-in 
England. 

So thenat laſt the Merchant partly refolued 
to redeeme them,went to viſit them, but moſt 
of their maſters would not part with them vp- 
on any termes, which the Merchant perceiving, 
betooke himſclie to the Gouernor of the Ca- 
le who was his very great friend, and preſen- 
ting him with a diamond ring of 600, crownes 
pry rocuting the Governor to buy them for 

imſelfe,who did it,and gaue for them, ſome 
39.pound,ſome 40, pound a pecce. 
Which done, hee delivered them vp to the 
Merchant,which the Avores their ſaid maſters 
vnderſtanding, came in great rage and tooke 
them out of the Merchants houſe where wee 
were altogether expeCing to be imbarked the 
next ___ for Sparne, but one of their maſters 
ſaying I was the occaſion they were like to looſe 
their flaues, drew his Cemiter vpon me to kill 
me, but I betooke my ,ſelfe to my heeles, and 
tooke ſanuary in the Gouernors houſe, whom 
when I had informed how the caſe ſtood, came 
out with his guardand protected me, and tooke 
my companions from their maſters againe, and 
put vs all in a houſe neere. his owne, with a 
guard of 12 musketiers to defend vs till ſuch 
time as the Merchants ſhippe was ready for 
Spaine, 

Hereupon the Meeres their maſters were fur- 
ther inraged, and hauing complotted DR 
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@id they would 'havethemm'to be/gelded, and to 
beſcnt for Eunuches as a preſent to the King of 
Marrsecos to attend vpon his 300.wiues,ſothey 
went tothe Gouernor and declared this their 
minde vnto him, the Governor was much per- 
plexed, notdaring to deny any thing which was 
for bis King. 

Whereupon-the Governor not knowing any 
other way to preuaile, intreated them that they 
would nordo fo, and that vpon a greater occa(1- 
on they ſhould command him greater matters, 
and ſo with perſwafions and good words he ob. 
rained his will, andwe-being freed from all dan- 
ger,and the Merchant ready rodepart for Spaine, 
one of the aforeſaid Moores Preſented him 
with a poyſoned tart, to the end he dying there- 
with,they might recover all theirflaucs, But as 
it pleaſed +God this poyfon wrought not with 
him for a'day anda balfe, for after dinner hee 
tooke his-leaue' of the Gonernor bcing as yer 
ſound, and the Gouernor broughthim on ſkip- 
board,taking vs 1 2. along with him, where de- 
parting,weall gaue him moſt humble and hear- 
ty thaokes, as the ſole inſtrument of our moſt 
happy delivery, And thence hauing hoyſed vp 
ſayles we went on our voyage, and ſcarcely ha- 
ging ſayled the ſpace of haltean houre, the Mer- 
chant began 'to waxe wonderfull ficke, and to 
raue,and withall to complaine of the dart,which 
the maſter of the ſhippe ſeeing,turned his courſe 
to Mammors, atowne now belonging to Spaine, 
eight leagues from Salley, where anchoring thar 

night, weexpeaecd the moxning tyde to enter 
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the Port,the morning tyde being come wee car- 
ryed our Merchant on ſhoare,and I being about 
to lay him on a bed, he preſently expired in mine 
armes, not making any will or diſpoſing of his 
goods : Next day he was buried with all honour 
the Gouernour of the Towne and Souldiers 
could exhibir,we 1 2.carrying torches before his 
corps tothe Church,ſang the requiemand dirges 
of the dead,and the Pricſt celebrated maſſe for 
his ſoule. 

Which Ceremonies ended wee returned to 
our ſhips, and being ready to depart with the - 
Rext morning tyde,there drew towards Adſanme- 
re, the Moore whom they call the Saint of Saftey, 
with 30000, other Alarabes, and aſſaulted it 
with ſuch fury and ſhouring, as if heaucn and 
earth were come together, then making their 
onſer were valiantly repulſed, the towge being 
aſſiſted with 150 Marriners, and Paſſengers our 
of our ſhippe and pinnaces, . but eſpecially by 
two French Gunners whoneuer letfly in vaine, 
the Spenrſh Gunners miſling tor the molt part, 

Thus a great part of the Moores being laine, 
the reſi fle.l with their S*.backe againe to Sa//ey, 

And we twodayecs after departing the towne, 
continued our courſe for Cales , but drawing 
neere the City of 4larache, we were chaſed by 
three men of warre of 4rerer, ſo that wee were 
forced to take ſhelter vnder the Caſtle of Alre- 
che,where I and another of my compantons-got 
on ſhoare, vnwilling to venture any further in 
the ſhip,bur finding there a lighter boate of the 


Gouernors ready for Cales, wee embark our 
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ſchues therein, being accompanied with one 
Captaine and a Domunican Fryer, and when we 
were nccre Celes the Fryer began to tell the 
Captaine of the beſt Curteſans in the rowne, 
bur in the midſt of his ſtory he perceiued a Ter- 
kiſh Barke making towards vs, which broke off 
his diſcourſe, and droue him to mumble ouer 
his mouldybeades and ſay his Breuiary, and of- 
fice tothe Virgin Azary. Buthaving gotten on 
the Spaniſh ſhoare, told what was behinde of his 
former diſcourſe, - | 

Here Ideparting with my other companion, 
went tO S*, Loca which was three leagues off to 
my Vackles houſe,where I was received and en- 
tertained with no little joy ; where alſo ten daies 
after, the reſt of our company arrived, with 
whom being furniſhed for my: journey accom- 
paniedghem to their Colledge in $zui4,whence 
taking my leaue I left them,being not willing to 
taſt any more of their diſcipline, and wiſh1 
them withall to take order to {atisfie the Mer- 
chants daughter,hauing already done it for me. 

The Rector made anſwer for them to me, that 
he would take that to his charge. + 

And fo Iwent to the Court of Maarid to viſit 


my Parents and friends who knew not what was - 
become of me,where being entertained with no, 


{mall joy, I opened to my Father the miſery I 
hadduffered and acquainted him with the Ieſu- 
ites praiſes at S.Omers,and the reaſons where- 
fore I lefr them ; this my Father hearing, grew 
into diſlike with the ITeſuites, but all 

when he vnderſtood that the Rector of the Col- 
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ledge at Si#;# had cheated the Merchants daugh- 
ter whoſe father loſt his life in ranſoming their 
ſchollers, which cheat was contriued on this 
manner. The leſuites of Sia: having beene in- 
formed that the Merchant disburſed not ready 
money for their ranſome, but was topay it at 
his returne,now (he not returning)they affirmed 
that they thought in conſcience they were our 
of debt for the matter, never confidering that 
the Merchant had left his warehouſe fraught 
with the value of 10000.crownes behind,which 
their deceit his daughter now ſeeing ſued them 
mnthe law, bur the Tofuizes ſo poſletiied the Iud- 
ges that they ouerthrew her inthe cauſe, ſothac 
now ſhe was left deſtitute of Father and goods, 
the foreſaid Moores &leſuites being trebly paid. 
Now the Ieſuices wrote to Exglend to their 
friends for their ranſomes, which being ſpeedily 
fent,they enjoyed themſclues, 
- Moreouerthey made a Tragicall-Comedy of 
our voyage, whereby they got much money ard 
honour, whereupon all people admired Gods 
prouidence, andour deliuery out of fuch mani- 
feſt dangers, which the Ieſuiresaſcribed only to 
their protector's, J7enatizs we being their (chol- 
lers, and thereupon they colle&ed no ſmall 
ſunamesof money, which they pretended was

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CHAP.VI. 

This fixt Chapter containes dinerſe remarkable 
things touching the [eſuites and Monkes, and aiſo 
the death of his Father in Madrid,where after his 
voyage hee lined two yeeres, wntill bu Catholike 
Maieſly nominated him hu Captaine for Flan- 
ders. 


Ntheyeere 1623, I arriucd at Ma- 
arid as aforeſaid, where I relided 
with my Parents living in peace and 
tranquillity, vntill ſuch times as 
there came to Af4drid, that magnanimious and 
vertuous Prince Charles Prince of Wales, now 
King _—_ Britaine, whoſe voyage procured 
the wonder of the world, the like being never 
hcard or read of ; but leauing the defiription 
thereof to more skilfull, pennes then mine owne, 
I returneto my intended ſubie&t, Firſt then the 
leſuites percetuing what finall accounts I made 
of returning vnto them,gaue me ouer for a caſt- 
away, and ſought by all meanes they could to 
diſgrace me to my parents and friends, but | be- 
ing afore acquainted with their dealings, kept . 

me out of their clutches. Now the'Earle Of Car- 
Llethe Lord Hayes by name, arriued at Madrid, - 
tooke me from my Father and made me his in- 
rexpreter for the time of his abode in Spaine, and 
after his departure I paſt my time to” and fro 
in diverſe Ezgl;b Gentlemens company,ſtill ex- 
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petting the concluſionof the match betweene 
Enzland and Spaine, and hoping thereby ro bee 
admitred into the ſ{eruice of Downs Mari the 
Infanta whom my Father had rutoured in the 
Ergliiſh tongue, and had alſo the promiſe of all 
courtelies thee could poſſibly do him, and thus 
paſſing my time, I fell into acquaintance with 
ME, Frazcs Browne {onne & heire to the Vicount 
Meuntagee,and MF, Henry Barty,the now Lord of 
Lindfeys brother, one MF. Anthony Inglefield the 
fore{aid MF, Brownes coſen germane and Earle of 
Briſtols Page. This MF. Browne had a Benedictine 
Monke to his Tutor whoſe name was Fryer; Ben- 
net,alias Smith, whothrough the aduice of ano- 
ther Benedictine Monke one Father Boneface, 
tooke him out of the Earle of Briffo/s houſe, 
and put him to a Prieſts houſe in Madrid to bee 
cutour'd and brought vp in learning, telling him 
that it was very abſurd that ſuch a Gentlemans 
ſonne as he was ſhould be Page,and that eſpeci- 
ally in Spazze. 

But their intent was to make him one of their 
owne order, and ſo get his meanes away from 
him, for they cnioyned the Prieft to looke to 
him very narrowly, andnot ſuffer him to go a- 
broad,without-cither going himſelt,or elſe ſen- 
ding a faithfull companion along with him, and 
that vpon Sundayes and Holidayes- hee ſhould 
bring him along with him:to his coſens houſe to 
dinner, where I meeting afterwards with him, 
and growing intimate with him and his coſen, 
they complained to mee what {eucrity the 

H Monks 
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Monks exerciſed ypon them, but eſpecially vp- 
on MF, zzglefield, inticing him daily to take their 
habit vpon him, ſaying, that there was not ſuch 
an order to be found in the whole world beſides, 
and that he ſhould bee admitted into the com- 
_ pany of any Duke or Prince, and morcouer rec- 
koning vp how many Popes had beeneof their 
Order and the like, As for M*, Prowse they kept 
him in ſo cloſe, that he rather lived the life of a 
Monke then a Courtier,for they made him cuc- 
ry day to meditate vpon death, and the danger 
of liuing in the world, thinking thereby to draw 
him totheir Order, at leaſt to be well affeted 
thereunto. Likewiſe they made him ſay the of- 
fice of our Lady ,and their grandPrieſts breuia- 
ry, and ſoat length they got ſuch a hand over 
him, that they made him oft times go on foote 


whiltt rhey rode about juncketring in his coach; 


but now leauing the Monkes awhile,let vs come 
to the Ieſuites and Auſten Fryers, 

Fir{t how the Teſuites went about to ſeduce to 
tiem one Mr. Henry Challoner, fonne to Sir The- 


mas Challoner, tate Tutor to Prince Henry : this 


young Gentleman not conrenting himſelfe with 
the bareknowledge of Arts, and liberall ſcien- 
ces at home, but defiring likewiſe ro bee more 
really and experimentally-informed by vifiting 
forrerghe paſts, imbarkt himſelfe at Doser for 
S.Lacas in Spazne, where being arriucd tooke 
his way by Sivill to Madrid,and at Siwill he went 
tothe Colledge of Engliſh Tefuites to ſee the 
diſcipline and gonernment thereof, and = Te. 
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ſuites ſeeing him to bee bur tender of yeeres, 
made full account todraw him to their Orders 
by their flattering words and inticements, tel. 
ling him as yet he was in a great errour, that it 
were his deft courſe toadmir of the Romane Ca- 
tholick faith without which there is no ſaluati- 
on; biit he demeaned himelfe fo diſcreetly that 
they could not poſhble worke him over with all 
theirenticements. Hereupoa ſeeing they could 
not preuaile by their arguments and inticements 
che kept him 1n their Colledge perforce, where 
conlidering in what ſtraite he now was, contri- 
ucd the meanes of his liberty after this manner: 
he rold themthat hee had a brother a neere re- 
tainer to his Highneſle of Wales, who had fent 
for him to preferre him to his ſeruice,which the 
Teſuites hearing diſmiſed him ſpeedily,for feare 
they ſhould incurre ſome greatdifpleaſure. And 
ſo raking his leaue he tooke his journey for Ma- 
arid, where by the way hee met with a certaine 
Auſtin Fryer which was then trauailing for Me- 
drid, whoſe company hee enioyedto the fore- 
ſaid Madrid, but on the way the Fryer well ob- 

eruing the comelyneſſe and ingenious lookes 
grew forthwith inamoured with ham, inſfomuch 
that he deſired tobe his bed fellow, and in con- 
dition thereof he promiſed him a nights lodging 
with his ſiſter, who for her beauty was then pa- 
ralel'd but by. very few inall Spazze, but this 

oung Genrleman not £1 way to his re- 
ol as exceeding the cnn of, reaſon and 
modeſty, left the va_es much perplexed in his 
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ynnaturall deſires ; when they came to Maarid, 


the Fryer went to his Couent, and this young * 


Gentleman tothe Court, where hee was enter- 
tained by his Highnefſe,who gaue charge to his 
Secretary that he ſhould want fornothing, tel- 
ling him that his Father had beene a ſecond: Fa- 
ther to his brother whoſe god-ſonne hee was ; 
thus paſſing his time at the Court. vnder the 
Princes protection and care, was here alſo as be - 
fore at the Sizill Colledge aſſaulted by one Fa- 
ther Fofter,but he put him off as the reſt, A little 
after he returning into E-g/and with his High- 
neſſe,now my Father continued in his tutorſhip 
of the Infant vartill he fell ficke and dycd, Xo- 
«ember the laſt, 1623. the chicte occaſion of his 
death being this : the Teſuites and their depen- 
dants ſeeing that he conſulted not with'them as 
in times paſt, for finding himſelfe wonderfully 
miitaken inthem andtheir religion, ſaid it was 
high time for him to looke to his owne ſoul, 
and yet he doubted nor if tt þleaſed God bur hee 
would ſaue one, | Wherevpon the Icſuites en- 
deauoring by all poſſible meancs to exauthorize 
him vnder hand, informing the Infanta that his 
diſeaſe the cough of the lungs might proue in- 
feious toher perſon; vpon this thee ſent her 
Phyſitians to viſit him,and they finding it other- 
wiſe,ſhe continued him inher ſeruice. 

Bur a liztle after hee being aduertiſcd by his 
friends of the Ieſuites plots and 'information a- 
gainſt him, and _— alſothe fame himſelfe, 
went kome,and after the eight dayes ſpace with 

licke. 
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ſickenefſe and diſcontent hee dyed, leaving his 
place to one Father Boniface, in whoſe Church 
hewas buried, his body being accompanied by 
the Earle Gondamey and other Nobles of the 
Courr,and all the ſervants of the Infanta, with 
many other Englifh Gentlemen,as MF. Barsy, M-, 
Browpe,S*,Edward Bainham, M*.inglefield and 0- 
thers;the dirges and requrems and other ceremo- 
nies ended, my brother andI went to kifſe the 
Infantas and Don Oliuares his hands, who moſt 


gracioully recciucd vs, and procured vs our Fa- 


ethers penſion. 

This paſt, I lived 'at' Maarid at my mothers 
houſe 7 or 8 monthes, in which I continued my 
former friendſhip with M Browne, and M. 1ng/e- 

fietd, but eſpecially with M. 1nglefield, who told 
meagaine how venemently hee was vrged and 
importun'd ro turne Monke, whereupon Fd: 
{wailed him from ir,which Father Bonzfac: ſmel- 
ling out, gaue order to his tutor to refraine my 
company, which M. 1nglefeeld took ſogrievoully, 
that onthe ſunday following when his rutor was 
ſaying Maſſe ar the high altar.got from him,and 
came t9 me where I entertained him witlr all 
reſpe& and courteſie. Bur Farther Bonsface vnder- 
Randirlg where heewas, came tohim, and per- 
ſwaded hinitoreturne to his rutor,but ſeeing he 
could nor preuaile by perſwaſions, thought to 
do it by threates; bur all in vaine, for the young 
Gentleman was reſolved rather to dye then to 
ane Monke, which Father Bonzface ſecing re- 
turned to his Couentas wiſe as he came. 
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A little while:after, he counſelled Mr, Bennet 
the aforeſaid M*,Brownes tutor, to conuey him 
to Rome, which he did, and intreated S*.Griffin 
AMarkam,and S*, William Stanley who then lived 
at the Cou:t,and with whom Idaily kept com- 
pany,to perſwade me to follow the warres, ſup- 
poſing thereby in my abſence to regaine Malter 
Inglefield with their perſwations : I preſently 
gauec care,and hauing got audicnce of his Maic- 
ſty,I imreated him for acommiſhon and patent 
for a land company in Flanders, which his Maic- 
ſty forthwith gum me, and withall gaue mee 
200 Crownes tor my vierieurn : fo taking leaue 
of my mother and friends, I tooke my journey 
for Flanders but inthe meane ſpace, M.1nz/efield 
received a letter from his Father, in which hee 
enioyned him to returne to the Vniuerfity of 
Doway in the Prouince of Artoaws, where his 
yonger brother was a Student, which forcſaid 
Vniuerſity was but foure leagues out of my 
way,and {o we refolued to trauaile togerher and 
a day before we departed, Father Francs Foſer 
came to vilit vs, and inuited vs toaccompany 
him the nextday to Yal{zaolid, it being but two 
leagues out of the way to Flanders,at whoſe re- 
quelt M, /»glefietd and my ſelte reſolued to goe 
with him,burt eſpecially.for the greatdeſire wee 
had to ſee the Enghſh Colledge there 5 where- 
upon the gext day wee departed to Yallidolid, 
where after three dayes journey we arriued, and 
were 1nuiced forthwith after our arriua's by Be 
ReQtor and other Fathers of the Colledge to 
odge

lodge with them,whoſe requeſt we accepted of, 
ſtaying with them that night at ſupper, and bed- 
time being come, they lodged M. Jng/efie/d at 
one end of the Colledge and my ſelfe atthe 0. 
ther,telling vs 1t was nota cuſtome among them 
tor two tolye together, whereupon I betooke 
my ſelte tomy reſt, and heeto his : And I being 
in bed, the Sub-ReQor and two of his ſchollers 
went to his Chamber,and after ſome conference 
had with him, they broughthim certaine jugc. 
kets'& {weete mreates with the beſt wine in the 
towne, telling him that if hee would be pleaſed 
to ſtay with them intheir Colledge, he ſhould 
hauc all the reſpect and honour which a Gentle- 
man of his quality may challenge, Furthermore 
they ſhewed him the ſepulcher and monument 
of his great Vnckle S. Francis Inglefield, fome- 
times priuy Counſcllor, & Maſter of the Wards 
to Queene Mary, and King Philip, who had alſo 
beene buried in their Colledge, and had beene 
as they ſay one of their chiete Benetactors, and 
forhis ſake they were bound to giue him re- 
ſpect,and the beſt counſcll they could : but hee 
replyed that he muſt with all haſt -make for Do- 
way,ſith his father had fent for him to come thi- 
ther: on the next morning as ſoone as I roſe I 
went to his Chamber, where he told me of all 
occurences and paſſages with the Ieſuites the 
night paſt, which hauing done weereſalued to 
depart after dinner, but the ReQar, and Father 
Foſſer , & Father #erd the Sup-ReQtor,very ear- 
neſtly beſought vs to ſtay with them two dayes 
longer, 
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longer,becauſe they had a Lay brother obn Hl 
alias Wood by name, who was ther for Flanders, 
and would be for our company if we would ſtay 
ſo long for him, which we did, This Hill had 
becne ſometimes a Pyrare, and Captaine of a 
\ippe belonging to Sir Francis Mannering who 
comming for Evz/end, Hill with drew himſclte, 
and fled to Ligernein Hrely, where giving all that 
hehad got by Pyracy tothe Pope ,and the gene- 
rall of the Icſuires for the remiſſion of his (ins, 
at laſt turned Ieſuite himſelfe; whilſt we expe- 
&ed the company of the ſaid Hl, the Icfuites 
continued their banquetting and collations in 
M.nglefields Chamber, but ſeeing at laſt hotv 
little they preuailed in their purpoſes dimilt 
vs,Hillgoing along with vs,whom wee found to 
bee a crafty companion, and one who with his 
ſubtle artifice and .skill laboured to entice MF, 
Inglefield to S*.Omers, which the better to effect, 
he ſowed difſenſion betwixt vs as wee trauailed 
to S*.Sebaſtians, where hee went to the Icſuites

Now touchins 
thoſe of the Scortifh Nation which' reſide inthe 
Court of Spzine, there is none of account but 
Colonell S:-ple, who betrayed arowne in Hol-

f:icnds of the Court. As for the 1r/fb Fugitiues, 
thereare more of them then of any other, the 
ſtreete wherein they lodge is by the Spanzards 
termed the lowhe ſtreete,and as for their quali- 
ty,ſauc theſe that follow : Firſt,he that pretends 
to be Biſhop of Aramath, and Deblin, then the 
Earle of Beere- h1wen,with two or three more of 
the King his Pages, all the reſt are meere chea- 
ters and vagabonds, The ſaid Biſhop and Earle 
are Agents for Tyro# and Terconwel/, who liue 
in Flanders in the Archdutcheſſes Court, and 
from them to other Papiſts in 7rel/and, they daily 
importune his Catholike Maieſty & his Coun- 
ſell ro inuade the ſaid Kingdome with an army, 
not doubting but it ſhall bee delivered vp into 
his hands, from which their ſollicitation they 
could not forbcare even when our King was in 
Spaine, And thus much for the Exgliſh, Scortiſh, 
and 7b Fugitives which are at this preſcnt re-

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Reader to Lewis Owen his running Regiſter in 
the publike Library at Oxford,of which he may 
at large ſee which I will here bur name ; as the 
Colledge atFaliavlid, and that at Siuik, and the 
Reſidence at Madrid, and another at SF. Lacas, 
another at Lisbox, of which a ſecular Prieſt, one 
Numes by name is the head, who is now in ſuite 
with the Ieſuires about the propriety thereof, 
but eſpecially becauſe there is one Dox Pedro Co- 
$inio a Portugall Gentleman, who was once go- 
uernor of Ba/4in Brafilf, who by reaſon of his 
great corruption and vnlawfull gifts he recetued 
there at his returne from Spazze, fearing leaſt he 
ſhould bee examined by his Maicſty how hee 
came by theſe great riches, he had to bring the 
world into a good conceite of him profeſſed 
that he would build a Colledge for the educati- 
on of 200 Exgiſh youths, which after they had 
becne trained vp there, might returne to their 
Countrey and conuert many to the Romare obc- 
dicnce, of which Colledge hee promiſed the 
ſaid Naman to be head, and likewiſe hee made 
the ſame promiſe to the Engliſh Ieſuites, that 
one of them ſhould bee head, if his Holinefſſe 
would approue thereof, ;and hereupon engaged 
them ſo deepe in the Law, that 20 yearcs try- 
all will ſcarce end their controuerhie, hee in the 
meane time derideth both parties, hauing no is- 
rention at all to performe what hee hath pro- 
miſed. 
But neuertheleſſe one Haray a ſecular Prieſt, 
Nwnans Agent here in England for the getting

their Biſhop of Chalredew, that without doubr 
Father Namax will ouerthrow the Ieſuires. As 
for any Scort;ſh Colledge or Seminary there is 
none, ſauing that which Colonell Smple is ve- 
ginning in Madrid, As for the 1rifb they haue 
three,one in Sa/amancs, another in Sinr//, and a 
third in Lisbow, As for Emzliſh Nunneries, there 
is only one which is at Zzsbone, whereof you may 
read moreat large in Robznſon, and thus much 
for Spaine. 

As for Engliſh Fugitiues in 1taly, there are ve- 
ry few, Art Milainethere refideth Sir Thomas 
Stukeley,who hath 100 crownes a month penſi- 
on from the King of Spaine, This Stakeley is a 
grand traytor,and enemy to his Countrey, and 
were itnot for the Duke of Feria, who entertai- 
neth him at his owne table, he might long ſince 
haue rode backe to Madrid on an Aﬀe as hee 
came, 

Likewife there is one Webs, a retainer to the 
King of Spine, who liueth wonderfull poorely. 
As tor the City of Florence, there liueth Sir Rs- 
bert Dudley, who ſtyleth himſelfe Duke of Nor- 
thumberland,who left England becauſe hee could 
not be ſuffered to enioy a ſecond wife, his firſt 
wife then ſuruiuing. This Dadley now enioyeth 
his ſecond wife by a diſpenſation from his Ho- 
lineſſe,and is ingreat eſteeme with the Duke of 
Florence, in regard of his Art m contriuing and 
fabricating of ſhips and Gallyes ; and hath ob- 
tained of the Emperonr to bee declared _

Of Northumberland, whohath giuen him the title 
Urcady,and the land when he can catch ir, 

Now let vs come to Keme, where of all places 
of 1t4ly we have but one Exel:ſh Colledge,(be- 
ſides the reſidence of the Eng/yh leſuitrices,who 
ſpoke Latine to-his Holinctle, to the end that ke 
ſhould confirmetheir Order, and their ſufticien- 
cy (though women) for preaching the Gofpell 
to al! Nations,cuento Turkes and Infidels,men- 
tivned in my third Chapter,) whereof Father 
Fitz, Heriert is the Retor, who had beene be- 
fore a penſtuner, and ſpye tothe King of Spazne 
in France,and his feruice being paſt, and his pcn- 
fon failing him,our of pure neceſſity he and his 
man were conttrained to turne Teſuites, or elſe 
ſtarue, And hee being a worthy ſcholler and a 
great polititian, was very welcome to that Or- 
der.But to come from 7Jtaly to Flanders,our Eng- 
l;ſþ Fugitives living there, arc as follow: Sir wil- 
lram Stanley, who betrayed Denentre a towne in 
Holland to the Spaniards, this Knight laments 
now his misfortunes,and faycs hc hath out-)iucd 
his friends,and in the yeere 1624. hee was con- 
ſtrained togoe to Spajne in his old age, having 
now ſecne g5 yeeres, and thereto goc Cap in 

hand to all the priuy Counſellors, to craue his 
penſion which had not beene paid him in fix 
yeeres before. And after he had ſpent 4 monthes 
in petitioning them, they granted him 10000, 
crownes,and the title of an Earle to fell, or be- 
ſtow on whom he pleaſed; and thus he returned 
to Flanders Jeauing his money in the handes of a 
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Ypaniſh Teſuite Father Antonio Yaſques by name, 
who promiſed to returne it for him by a bill of 
Exchange,but neuer did it tothis day. Where. 
upon ſecing himſelfe thus cozened in his old 
age.turned Carthulianat Asferd, and gauerhe 
Carthuſians there his Plate, and thar little mo- 
ney which he had, where I haue heard him often 
complaine of the Ieſuires, and fay he was hear- 
tily ſorry to finde them ſuch knaues, and that if 
his Maieſty of great Bri#aine would grant him 
pardon, and leaue to liue the reſt of his daies in 
Lancaſhire with beefe and bagge-pudding, hee 
ſhould deeme himſfclte one of the happieſt in 
the world ; but this could neuer bee obtained of 
his aforeſaid Maieſty hee having beene ſo great 
and notorious a traytour, 

Likewiſe there is one Nexill, who tiles him- 
ſe!fe Earle of Weſtmer/and, but his Earledome 
many times will ſcarce furniſh him with adin-

ſhifts,norwirhſtanding his 100 crownes penſion 
a month, 

There is alſo one Sir Thomas Leige, whonot- 
withſtanding his 4o crownes penſion a month 
inthe Caſtle of 4ntwerpe,for a man of his faſhi- 
on his wife and children liue ina very meane 
eſtate, 

Amongſt all theſe Sir Griffin Markham hath 
zone the beſt way to raiſe his fortunes; hauing 
20 into fauour with the Duke of Nabarge who 
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g1ues him the ſureſt S_ of all, This Sir Gr#f- 
fin Markham at his firſt arriuall at Braxes being 
kept vader by the leſuites,was driuen to ſuchan 
exigency that he was conſtrained to plucke out 
the inlaid (iluer of the kilts of his ſword, to buy 
flower to make an haſty pudding for his dinner. 
Therealſfo is one M ward, who notwithitanding 
the penſion of 4o crownes monthly, liues in 
m_ want, Mr. Young likewiſe having like al- 
owance,and ſharing inthe ſame miſery.Belides 
MF, Parſons, brother to the grand Ieſuite of that 

name now dead,is in no better condition. 

There is alſo one Gabriel Coltford, a notable 
ſpye and traytor,both to his _ and Country, 
who with his companion Clifford, is more noxi- 
ous toour Kingdomethen 100 others, who is of 
indifferent eſtate,but of a minde farre abouc. 

There is alſo one M Yerſteagan, who did not 
his wite keepe vp his credit might be yokt with 
the reſt, 

And now weare come tothe regiment which 
the L.Y. and S.E.P. conveyed for the Arche 
aucheſſe (eruice, This LY after his arrivall,ſent 
a cozen of his,one Captaine B. into Spaine, ho- 
ping of ſome great reward anſwerable to his 
expeCtation, which was a chaine of gold from 
his Catholike Maieſty, valued at 400 crownes, 
which my L., retuſed hauing beene at 5000.

For not many. yeeres lince, one Farda ſecular 
Prieſt and Chaplaine to the BughſÞ Nemiitty at: 
Bruxels, falling in League with forme? of them, 
got from them about three or- foure "hundered 
pounds worth of jewels and\diamonds, which 
the Teſuires ſmelling out, turned kim out of his:

aboures,I vndertooke in ſecret to read and per- 
uſe the ſacred ſcriptures, and being curious to 
know the grounds of the differences betweene 
the Proteſtants & our {elues, as of thoſe : of the 
Popes ſupremacy,the reall preſence of Chriſt in 
the holy Euchariſt, the-Indulgences, pardons, 
and profits of Purgatory,with the Popes autho-

ments, whereby they might fall in great loue 
with bim. Moreouer I exaniined the cauſe why 
the Pope ſhould beatifie Garnet, and Campiay, 
with others, vnder the pretext of religion, and Father \Bently 
could finde no reaſon but for the contrary ,ſecing Freman.the 
the Ieſuites confeſſed to my felfe, that the Le- cn—_—_— 
end of miracles of their Saints is for the moſt ledge,& the 
part falſe,but it was made fora good intention, oinroneof | 
and uhe ſchoole, 
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and herein that it is lawfull and meritorious to 
lye and write ſuch things to that end the com- 
mon people might with greater zcale ſerue 
God and his Saints, and that otherwiſe there 
would be no meanes to gouerne them, and eſpe- 
cially to draw the women to good order, being 
by nature more facile and credulous, and for the 
moſt part addiaed ronouelties and miraculous 
Cuecnts. , 
Likewiſe it is their DoQrine,that it is a meri- 
torious deed to kill or depo'c any King or prince 
excommunicated by the See of Rowe 
Likewiſe, the diſcontent of my Father after 
his death, and his Letters to his B:other in Emg- 
land gave me to vnderſtand, that the Remane 
Faith was not the ſureſt way to Saluation, 
Likewiſe, theſe moſt abhominable dealings 
that are vſed at the EleQion of their Popes, be- 
ing choſen for the moſt part by fauour and mo- 
neys, their Predeceſſors being extinguiſhed by 
Poyſon and villainous meanes, and for which eft- 
fe& the King of Spaine hath Ambaſſadors con- 
tinually employed at Rome, which Ambaſſadors 
doe conferre great largefſes of annuall penſions 
Omnia wa#4- tO enflame them to nominate him Pope whom 
#4 Roms. hepleaſerh, 'The hike doth the King of Fraexce - 
by bis Ambafladors,but the Spaniſh-Indian Oyle 
forthe moſt part greaſeth home to the purpoſe. 
For when the Spaniards ſaw the King of France 
to enuade the Paltolzne, the yeere 1624, that the 
Pope tooke his part as one of his creation, they 
began to caſt out Libels, and ſet them vpon the 
Paſquill 
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Paſquill 6f Rowe, threatning the Pope with a 
ſuddaine endif he did not recant, which he did, 
tor feare rhar the Spaniſh Venome might nor 
operate in his Stomacke, 

Likewife, the detention of the Kingdome of 
Naples from the Pope confirmed me that the 
Spaniards were,and are litrle better then Athesſfs, 
onely making vſe of the Pope for their owne 
particular ambition and ends,as to confirme and 
eltabliſh him in vnlawful Monarchies,and vnder 
colour of Religion to make Subic&s become 
Slaues, | 

Morcouer, Charles the Fifth ſacking Reme,and 
with his Army befteging the Pope inhis Caſtle 
' 6f S. Angelo, was to this particular end, to con- 
firme himEmperor, and to colour and maintain 
all his vnlawfull vſurparrons. ' 

Likewife, it confirmed me'in the Proteſtants 
Religion,to ſee how in Flanders and other parts, 
the Icſuites, Fryers,and others,before they enter 
their Colledges,Monalſteries, and other Religi- 
ous Houfes,ro be Probarioners only for a weeke 
or a moneth, their Friends, Parents, or others 
ojue them a good furme of money to ſpend in 
Ale-Houfes, Tayerhes, and other prophane 
Houſes, forto rake their fare-well of the world. 
Of this 1 was an eye witnefſe both at Anmrerpe 
and Doway. : 

Likewiſe it confirmed me in the ſaid Religion 
to {6e Proteſtants with whom I connerfed to be 
ſo modeſt, religious, and honeft,quite contrarie 
to the report of the Ieſuites winch make them 
M worſe 
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worſe then Diuels. All which I having well 
conſidered with my ſelfe, and alſo obſeruing the 
cozenages and impoltures of the Ieſuits,Prieſts 
and Monkes in S.Omers, Doway, Flanders, Spaine, 

France, and elſ{e-where, my Father being dead, 

and I at my owne diſpoſall, I came for England, 

where intending to declare my ſclfe aProteſtant, 

was aduertiſed by ſome great Perſonages of au- 

thoritie in this Kingdome, to keepe my reſolu- 

tion to my ſelfe for a while, whereby I might 

diſcouer the plots and ſtratagems of our aduer- 

faries, and ſo doe my Countrey farre greater 

feruice. Whereupon I ſtraight made my repaire 

to the Court of the Archducheſle, where being 

ſuſpeed as a Spy, and in great hazard of my 

life by the negligence of ſome who had imploy. 

ed me, I had forth-with beene impriſoned had 

vet Earle Gendamer interceded for me, who ne- 

uer could be perſwaded that cuer I would turne 
Proteſtant, being ſo long confirmed in the Romaiſh 

Religion. But I would not let any occaiton over- 

ſlip me, bur taking the beſt opportunitie rhe 

time would then alot me, I directed my courſe 

for England, where after a quarter of a yeeres 

abode, I was ſcot ouer to France, haning: there 

my refidencic at Par@,where I gaue 4 4s 

Ar thiveris © ſome great Parſonages of this Kingdome,and 
tive os ſcnding Letters by my Man for Exgleza,be being 
Sathrephe bribed by ſome of our Land(whoſe names I will 
Cacedontaid here ſpare) they were intercepted and deliuered 
on £0. 2 Sorbow Door, Door Mailer by name, 
me. whom the Letters partly concerned, * This be-

out of Sp«ine,and viſited daily by one F* Latham, 
D* Aaiter, and at length by Francis Foſ/er who 


came from my Mother inSpaine,who per{waded fellow-priſo- 
me to returne vnto Spare, and recant, and if | eyc.wimedle, 


would not be for Spezxe, he would haue me for 
Naples, Millaine,or Scicily,where my former Pen- 
{ton ſhould be continued vnto me, and his Ca- 
tholike Maieſtie would grant mea Company as 
before he did in Flanders, and would confirme 
vnto me my Patent of Infraachiſement,ſo that I 
ſhould enioy all priviledge that any Gentleman 
did thereborne, which Letters and viſitations I 
entertained vntill my Mother had paid my debts

moſt part in the Towne, at midnight the Oafts

courteoutly entertained at ſupper,being Billited 

At this verie 19 the ſame lodging with vs, and then bound for 
time newes Depmarke, who {melling vs out to be Engliſh, 
Puke had in- made vs riſe out of our _— vs.that their 
uad.orhe Ile Captaine ſent them to take vs as Spyes ſent to 
; betray the Kingdome, and vnder this pretence 
about ten or twelue of them apprehended vs 

with Sraues or Piſtols, carrying vs to a deſolate 

Bridge betwixt our lodging and the Caſtle,and 

robbed vs of our money, as for me they threw 

me ouer a Bridge intothe water, where I hardly 

eſcaped drowning; for after I hauing once ſunke 

vnder the water, I got vp, and caught hold of a 

Willow twig,by which I ſaved my felfe and got 

on ſhoare as wet as a drowned Rat, and forcty 

bruiſed with their knockes, I went early in the 

morning into Ars, complaining how hardly I 

had beene vſed, but to no purpoſe, for I found 

none to pittie me, and laying my ſelfe downe 

vader a Tailors ſtall in the Market-place,lI began 

ro lament my misfortune,where hauing ſcarcely 

layne for the ſpace of two houres, I deſcryed 

M* Themas Gorſtelfow (ct out ina faire white can- 

was ſute; adorned with no lefle then a tbouſand 

patches, when he had efpied me, /he drew ro- 

wards me, and asked me howhe looked in his

whom 
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whom I anſwered, that he looked likea Piche- 
ron,and withall I cold him how I faued my ſelfe 
from drowning by laying hold ona willow twig, 
who made an{wer vnto me, that he thought: 1 
had either vadergone the-mercie of the Sword 
or the water, and I thoughethe like misfortune 
had betell him, and.queſtioning him about his 
eſcape, he deelared vnto me, how he had exhor- 
ted the Souldiers,and the aforeſaid Oaſt his Ne- 
phew, from murtheriog of him, ſhewing'them 
how grand an offence it was to ſpill Chriſtian 
blood, and that they ſhould take all his cloathes 
if they miſtruſted he had hid any:mony inthem, 
in.the end he prevailed ſo fatre forth with them, 
as to faue his life, bur rhey ſtripr him ſtarke na- 
ked,and carryed him intoa Wood, leaving him 
onely an old hat,--and wirhall pricking him for- 
ward. with their \Swords 1nto'the ſaid VWood, 
where they left himall night wandring, in the 
morning not farre from the Wood he lighted 
vpon a Farmers Houſe, and hauing declared his 
caſe there, the: Farmers Daughter eſpecially 
touke great compaſſion on him, ſaying withour 
doubt he was a Gentleman of a good Houſe, 
which kr by the cleannefle of his $kin 
and comely feature, and good carryage, and in- 
treated her; Facher ra-beftow on him his 'old 
canuas ſute, which he did, and afterwards he 
went with-him to the Towne called Arks, to 
complaire to the Gouernor, where we met as is 
aboueſaid, and we two going together to = 

O= 
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Governor accompanied with our old Farmer, 
 wereanſwered by him, that he wiſht to God we 
were the laſt Eng/iſh men living, and thar if we 
were wartthy to be layd by the heeles, he would 
doe-it, which whenwe heard,we departed verie 
mute, not knowingwhether to betake vur ſelus, 
yetthis good old. Farmer vouchſafed to bring vs 
out of the Towne, telling vs, he was ignorant of 
the warres betwixt\Englaud and France, and in 
the Streeres told evericone he mer, it it had nor 
beene for him ( pointing to my companion ) he 
had beene as naked as when he came out of hrs 
mothers wombe.” And amongſt others, we met 
with a Sergeant ofia Companie, who hearing 
how we had beene robbed by his Souldiers, diſ- 
couered them by a hatthey gaue my companion, 
and commanded vs to-tollow him to his Cap- 
raines lodging, which we did wondrous vowil- 
lingly, fearing leaſt we ſhould have beene layd 
by the heeles. But when we came before him, 
hauing heard vs, he ſent for his Souldiers, and 
finding the truth, cauſed rhem toreſtore to my 
companion and me our cloathes, but our money 
and papers there was no hope to recouer, which 
much troubled my companion, who had loft a 
Note-booke of great importance. The Capraine 
then told vs,that the Exgliſh Nation was verie vn- 
welcome to the French,and yet we were in great 
hazard of our liues, but he hauingbeene a Tra- 
uailor, was not vaacquainted with the extrea- 
mitzes of a Stranger, - and fotold vs if we plea- 
ſed 
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ſed to goe along with him, he would conuey vs 
ouer to.Denmerke, from whence we might eaſily 
retire to our owne Countrey, For which we 
gaue him thankes, and whilicd to goe with 
him : bur before wee tooke our iourney, hee 
inuired vs to dinner at his owne Table, and 
dinner ended we departed with him towards 
S* Yalery, but being on foot my ſelfe, ſoone 
tyred, my Feet and Legges being fore brui- 
fed ar my fall from the Bridge into the wa- 
.ter, and being not able to continue, I was 
forced ro leaue, my companion, and fo giuing 
ynto him 'my- Sword, at our parting, I tooke 
my reft' vnder a Hedge, but hee kept on his 
lourney to S*'Falery, and fo to Denmarke, 
where hee ſerued as a common Souldier for 
the ſpace of foure monethes,: ſuffering great 
miſerie and want till he returned to England. 
And I returned after I had recqueted my ſelfe 
ro Decpe, where I met. with, a Shallop bound 
for Caliis, where after much _intreatic, they, 
rooke mee in for Gods ſake, the next, night 
wee arriued at Callw about mid-night, there 
wee lodged in the Suburbs which they call 
the Corgene, "at one Roberts hjs 'Hquſc, at the, 
Signe 'of the 'Boote, where bauing ſcarcely 
by 5 chalfe' at howres ſpace, 1 fel in with 


a Maſter of an Engliſh' Barke newly come 
from Dgyer, * who had wharft over a hun-, 
dred French which tad | beene taken pom 
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the Sea by the Engliſh, of whom I defired paſſage 
for Dower, which he offcred moſt willingly, and 
money ifI needed ; whereupon having ſo good 
an opportunity offcred, I began to be merry,drin- 
king and diſcourſing with the ſaid Maſter of the 
preſent newcs artd occurrences, but ſuch was my 
fare, thatit pleaſed God tolay vpon megreat af- 
flitions and miſeries, which arc as fallowerh. 
There were inthe houſe 5 or 6 Papiſts, who were
